Let it appear that the court makes an order for 
a special venire of 200 men; and the court will 
make an order appointing a special bailiff to 
serve this venire, with the consent of the defend- 
ant, returnable Friday morning. 

Mr. Bottum—Let me interrupt you. When will 
your Honor appoint the special bailiff? I under- 
stand the statute prescribes the method in which 
he shall be sworn. I think that ought to be done 
in open court in the presence of the jury and de- 
fendant.

Thomas Higgins must suffer death for the 
murder of Peter McCooey of No. 158 John- 

nstreet, Such is the verdict of the jury in 

udge Brentano’s court returned at 10:15 
o’clock last night. For several days the trial 
has been in progress. It was conducted by 
the State on a demand for a verdict of death, 
and the web of damaging evidence was woven 
closely and gradually closed ‘in until it was 
shown that Higgins acted with deliberate pre- 
meditation. Tuesday the jurors asked Judge 
Brentano to hold a night session of court. 
The evidence was nearly all in and they were 
anxious to finish the trial in order to escape 
being under restraint over Thanksgiving. 

The jury took the case at 6:30 o’clock last 
evening and retired after having been in- 
structed by the court, Judge Brentano ex- 
plained the different degrees of homicide and 
left no room for question or dispute on 
technicalities. The Judge waited at the 
Criminal Court Building until 8 o’clock, but 
as there was no indication of a verdict he 
went home. He consented. however, to re- 
turn on call. At 9:15 the jury announced to 
the bailiff that a verdict had been reached. 
Judge Brentano was at once notified by tele- 
phone and*he reached the court-house at 10 
o’clock.

Accordingly on the day the regular 
venire was drawn I went with Flynn myself, and 
thereafter I accompanied him on every trip until 
he was relieved from the duty altogether. So l 
must haye been with him when the venire dated 
Nov. 15 was drawn. I always went with him 
both to and from the County Clerk’s office, and 
therefore he could have had no opportunity to 
manipuiate cards in transit. 

Mr. Flynn contented himself -with a simple 
and unqualified denial of any wrong doing in 
the premises. He has served in the office 
seven years.

Six Men Die and Four Are Fatally Injured 
in a West Virginia Town, 
Crarteston, W. Va., Nov. 29.—Scanty de- 
tails have been received here of the shooting 
of ten menat Eckman, McDowell County, 
last evening, resulting in the death of six men 
and the fatal wounding of several more. The 
miners had just been paid off, and drank 
heavily.

He Declares That Blount Placed Himself 
Under the Espionagé of Palace Adven- 
turers and Also Under British Influence, 
While Brusquely if Not Insultingly Re- 
jecting Proffered Courtesies of Ameri- 
cans=Records of the Men Who Fur- 
nished the Affidavits for Blount’s Report.

Minister Stevens has madea reply to Com- 

missioner Blount, which in substance is as 

follows: 


A deep sense of dbligation to my country and 
an American’s duty to defend an insulted, threat- 
ened, and struggling American colony, planted 
as egntooesty, snd firmly on the North Pacific 
Isles as our Pilgrim fathers established them- 
selves on Pilgrim Rock, demand that I shall 
make an answer to the astounding misrepresenta- 
tions and untruths of Commiss:oner Blount’s re- 


port on Hawaiian affairs, a copy of which I first 


obtained with difficulty Saturday evening, Nov. 
25. itis proper for me to preface my answer b 
briefly alluding to the fact that those famil- 
iar with international rules Pp 
and having diplomatic experience must 
be astonished that Secretary Gresham 
and his Commissioner should make before the 
world such a persistent effort to discredit the re- 
cent agents of the department theye now repre- 
sent, and which was once represented by Thomas 
Jefferson, William L. Marcey, William H. Sew- 
ard, and James G. Blaine. The general adoption 
of such a policy by our Department of Forei 
Affairs could not fail to weaken greatly our infiu- 
ence with foreign countries in any future effort 
and serve to make the American diplomatic serv- 
ice contemptible in the eyes of the world.

Blount’s Disreputable Surroundings. 


A total stranger, it was impossible for Mr. 
Blount to know how unfitting it was for him to 
take up his quarters where he was certain to be 
surrounded by Royalists and where the support- 
ers of the provisional government would be re- 
luctant to go. The hotel was kept by one who 
had served as Kalakaua’s Chamberlain. who was 
one of the principal versons in a syndicate that 
had cheated the Hawaiian Government out of 
nearly $100,000, a transaction which Minister 
Merrill had officially reported to Secretary Bay- 
ard, and this man was the leading member of a 
firm that sought to do its chief business with En- 
gland, a thoroughly unprincipled cpbouans of 
the provisional government and of American 

redominance in the islands. He employed as 
his active assistant in managing the 
hotel a highly educated Englishman 
of disreputable character, who had written in 
the Hawaiian British newspaper, under an 
anonymous signature, articles abusive of the 
United States and grossly calaitying our govern- 
ment’s treatment of the fodiens. his man had 
had a most unsavory record while residing in the 
United States, and has been a bitter assailant 
of American officials in American newspapers; 
in the paid service of the fallen Queen he has 
written whatever she and her immoral favorite 
Wilson, have asked him to write, At that hotel 
Mr. Blount was under the constant espionage of 
the palace adventuress. 

Brusque and Insulting Manner. 


He then details how Commissioner Blount, 
‘* brusquely, not to say insuitingly,”’ declined 
the offer to occupy an American lady’s house, 
tendered by three Americans, of whom Mr. 
Stevens eays: ‘“ Born and educated in the 
United Slates, the superiors of Mr. Blount in 
education and manners, men who had not 
taken part in the revolutionary proceedings.” 
He then says of Commissioner Blount that he 
at once placed himself amid royalists and 
ultra-British surroundings, the British Lega- 
tion being near this royulists’ hotel, at which 
the British Minister soon took residence and 
living. 

Continuing, the answer says: 

He coldly repelled my kindly-intended offers, 
did not allowme to show him the customary 
forms of introducing him to the foreign diplo- 
matic officials and to the chief public men of 
Honolulu. How much of his singular course in 
these regards was due to want of knowledge and 
how much to his already matured purpose to 
make out a case against the United States Min- 
ister, the naval commander, and the provisional 
government the American public must judge. 

Ignoring hisinferiority of official rank, which, 
according to established rules the world over. 
was below that of Minister Resident, between a 
Consul-General and a Chargé d’ Affaires. with the 
utmost effort of will controlling my outraged 
sensibilities, while suffering a terrible affliction 
at the recent sad drowning of a gifted and beloved 
daughter, 1 endured this insolent treatment after 
thirteen years of service as United States Minis- 
ter, without a stain ever before attempted to be 
made on my official honor or my fidelity to Amer- 
ican prestige or to American interests, never dur- 
ing my seventy-three years of life having lifted 
my voice, my hand, or my rifle agnined the flag 
of this American Republic. 

Absurd and Egotistic, 

What Blount says about the Japanese man-of- 
war is officially ex parte, absurd, and egotistic. 
For weeks after his arrival in Honoluiu he had 
not even met or spoken with the Japanese Min- 
ister. 

Every step of my action was oa reported to 
the Department of State priorto Blount having 
any knowledge on the subject. His claim to have 

ut an end to Hawaiian anxiety about rumored 

Japences encroachment is as purely assumptive 
as his expression to me at my house that to him 
the Harrison administration was indebted for 
the strong Democratic support which was given 
it in the threatened war with Chile, and that Sen- 
ator Morgan, now Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee of Foreign Affairs, could not aid mach in 
the same direction and is not a level-headed 
man. 
‘* Emphatically and categorically untrue,” 
are the words Mr. Stevens uses in denying 
Mr. Blount’s assertion that the ex-Minister 
proposed to aid the Committee of Safety by 
force, the best answer to this charge being 
Capt. Wiltse’s order to his officers and men “ to 
remain passive.””

Of the Dr. Trouse, who figures conspicuously 
among Blount’s affidavits, white-washing the 
notorious Wilson and Liliuokalani and abusive- 
ly reflecting on my official action, I need onl 
say that he isan adventurous Frenchman wi 
whose printed record in Paris and moral career 
in Honolula I will not soil this paper. 

Of J. A. Cummins it is correct to remark that 
what is herein said of Samuel Parker in most re- 
spects applies toCummins. For years Cummins 
has had two wives at the same time in his home. 
It is not otrange .L. Seward united in 
testimony with Cummins, for Seward is a kind 
of house clerk and steward of Cummins, occupy- 
ing the same home,in which it is known 
Honolulu there is a great deal of unlawful free- 
dom of life. 

Regarding the Governor, Cleghorn, whose pro- 
test Blount speaks of relative to landing the men 
of the Boston, little need be said. nder the 
monarchy, prior to the adoption of the Constita- 
tion of 1887, the Hawaiian Governor had some 
importance.

Hopkins belonged to the same gang as Corn- 
well and Peterson. Cornwell had been one of 
the intimate palace associates of Kalakaua in his 
bestial life and shameful transactions. He is of 
notoriously immoral habits. He has been a 
cheat on the race course, betting against his own 
horses. He was one of the most active 
in aiding Peterson and Colburn to 
tribe the Legislature in forcing out 
the Jones-Wilcox Ministry, whom all the 
responsible men of the islands wished to con- 
tinue. He had been repeatedly voted out of the 
ministry after a brief stay by large majorities, 
all the honest members voti against him. 
Prior to Cornweli’s two expulsions Neumann 
had been voted out Aug. 20, 1892, by a vote of 
81 tol10. Reappointed by the Queen Sept. 12, 
he was voted out Oct. 17 by 31 to 15. He was a 
close confederate with Peterson and Cornwell. 
He was known to be of the contract labor ring 
which was bleeding the planters. With good rea- 
sons he was believed to be the author of the 
Queen's revolutionary and despotic new con- 
stitution. Losing caste in California as a 
political ¢curruptionist he had years before gone 
to Honolulu under the flattering auspices of 
Claus Spreckels. 


Played Poker with Kalakaua, 


He had played poker with Kalakaua to the 
depletion of the weak King’s purse. He is the 
man whom the Queen sent to Washington to get 
her restored to the throne or sell her claim to the 
crown incash. Heis the man by whom Blount 
absurdly hints I had sent dispatches to Washing- 
ton on an errand for whith on no occasion had I[ 
ever empiexed any one. Blount asserts he re- 
ceived this information from Spreckels. Whata 
remarkable trio, Spreckels, Neumann, and 
Blount, two honest German Jews and _ the 
astute, impartial, unprejudiced, new-born dip- 
lomatist who had represented t he was the 
Democratic leader who had led his party to sup- 
port Harrison in the threatened Chilean war. 
while he severely denounced Admiral Brown and 
Minister Egan. 

The testimony of hundreds of such would not 
counterbalance the words of Minister Thurston, 
President Dole, and Henty Waterhouse among 
honest men who knew the respective parties. As 
to Wilson, the Queen's immoral favorite for 
many years, whom Blount attempts to white- 
wash, I will not soil these pages by giving even 
the notorious facts in his regard. 

Concerning his recognition of the pro- 
visional government . Stevens reaffirms 
what he said in his recent letter to Secretary 
Gresham.

sume jurisdiction and ownership of a territorial 
and maritime prize with aclean title and without 
the cost of a single life, is justly causing pro- 
found indignation among the American people. 
These strange and unpatriotic proceedings in the 
presence of our national rivals is making a most 
shameful page of American history, which our 
future, if not our present, statesmen and genera- 
tion will repudiate and blot out by wise and 
effective measures. 


STRIKERS HEAR LEHIGH ULTIMATIUM. 


Arbitration and Grievance Committees 
Meet, but Results Are Unknown. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 29.—The members 
of the New York and New Jersey Boards of 
Arbritration, who held a conference with Presi- 
dent Wilbur, First Vice-President Sayre, and 
General Manager Voorhees at the Lehigh 
Valley railroad offices at Bethlehem this 
afternoon, arrived in this city tonight and 
proceeded at once to the Bingham House, 
where they met the strike leaders. President 
Wilbur’s ultimatum, which the arbitrators 
brought with them, was given to the rep. 
resentatives of the strikers for their con- 
sideration. It reads as followé: 


President Wilbur states the position of the Le- 
high Valley railroad company to be as follows: 
The company agrees to take back as many of its 
old employés as it can find “a ~ for without 
any prejudice on account of the fact that. they 
struck or that they are connected with any labor 
organization; that when in the employ of the 
road committees from the various classes of em- 


pioyés will be received as stated in the bulletin 
of Nov. 21 and their grievances considered and 
justly treated, and that in employing men in the 
future the company will give preference to for- 
mer employés when the strike is declared off. 

The strike leaders and arbitrators were to- 
gether until nearly 8 o’clock, after which the 
latter left for their homes. The arbitrators 
declined to give out any statement with re- 
gard to the probable outcome of their efforts, 
inerely saying that their labors were at an 
end. Chairman Clark of the Grievance com- 
mittee declined to give any information as to 
the pature or result of tonight’s conference 
with the arbitrators, and the other members of 
the conimittee were equally reticent. Chief 
Youngson, however, stated that the: ques- 
tion of declaring the atrike off had 
never been considered by the Grievance 
committee. President Wilbur's ultimatum is 
simply a reiteration of the position he as- 
sumed shortly after the strike began. The 
Grievance committee scattered tonight. 
Grand Master Sargent of the firemen went to 
Buffalo; Secretary Arnold of tne firemen went 
to. Sayre, via Jersey City; Assistant Chief 
Youngson of the engineers went to Perth 
Amboy, thence to Easton; and Grand Master 
Wilkinson of the trainmen went to Wilkes. 
barre. Chairman Clark, whois Grard Chief 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, will re. 
main at the headquarters here, 

The general belief is that the leaders have 
decided to deciare the strike off. General 
Manager Voorhées said tonight that after the 
arbitrators were informed that President Wil. 
bur’s ultimatum was as favorable as anything 
they could get, the visitors devoted them. 
selves to the task of securing the best terms 
they could for the strikers.

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TARIFF REFORMERS SEEK SOME WAY 


TO MEET THE DEFIOIENOY. 


Secretary Carlisle's Figures to Show That 
the Shortage Next Year Will Be Com. 
paratively Light Will Not Bear 
Analysis=The House Cannot Well Pass 
the Measure Before Feb. 1—Income 
Tax in Doubt and a Compromise in it 
May Be Reached. 

Wasarneton, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 

Democratic tariff reformers are still gropi 

in the dark for revenues wherewith to meet 

the deficiency which the Wilson bill wil] 

cause. The expenditures of the government 


for the five months of the fiscal year which 
will expire tomorrow have exceeded the re. 


ceipts by $34,000,000. At that rate the de 
ficit by July 1 would reach $84,000,000, 
This deficit is something that the Wilson bilj 


will have nothing to do with. It must be met . 


by bonds or some form of a temporary loan, 
It tends to show, however, the fiscal condi. 
tions;which may be looked for when the new 
tariff legislation goes into effect. 

Secretary Carlisle has been trying to take a 
hopeful view and figure out that the following 
year there will not be more than $40,000,000 
to $50,000,000 deficit to be met by some 
other form of taxation than customs duties, 
but the Secretary’s figures do not bear the an. 
alysis of hig own subordinates. With no 
change in the internal revenue laws the Wil. 
son law will cause a shortage of not less than 
$75,000,000. Thetables prepared for the 
use of the Ways and Means committee, which 
were intended to show the relative bearings of 
the different schedules of the Wilson bil] as 
compared with the McKinley law, are not 
ready. 

The folks who talk about passing the hill 
through the House before the holidays had 
better get some understanding of the situa. 
tion. All parties are agreed that in view of 
the fact that the tariff laws’are to be changed 
it is desirable to have the changes made ata 
date as early as possible. But legislation 
vitally affecting so many interests cannot be 
rushed through. The Wilson bill will prob. 
ably be introduced in the House Monday, 
Then its various schedules will have to be con. 
sidered in the full Ways and Means commit. 
tee, where the Republican minority can havea 
chance to pass on the details and where the 
committee itself can make some changes 
which its framers will want made. Them the 
Republican members have ten days in which 
to file their report. 

There has been some talk about Stevens of 
Massachusetts, Cockran of New York, and 
Whiting of Michigan joining with the Repub. 
licans to secure modifications of the bill, 
There is nothing to this talk. Whatever their 
individual views may be they have helped to 
frame it asa Democratic majority, and they 
must stand by their work. The most dissatis. 
fied member ofthe committee seems to be 
Stevens of Massachusetts. He is a woolen 
manufacturer, and he got the classification 
of the grades he manufactured altered so that 
they are given the highest rate in the bill. 
Nevertheless he is fearful of the effect of bofh 
the woolen and cotton schedules on the New 
England mills, and if he sees his way clear he 
may bolt the bill, 


The probability is that the measure will be 


put upon the House calendar with the ma- 
jority and minority reports the second week 
after Congress meets. Then there would be 
less than a week for its discussion before the 
holiday recess, so there will be little gained if 
a rule is brought in to take up the bill then, 
It ought, however, to pass the House and reach 
the Senate by Feb, 1. The Finance committee 
of that body will need two or three weeks to 
digest the measure, so that it will probably be 
March before the Senate enters upon the 
tariff legislation. The discussion there will 
be a long one because there is no way of limit- 
ing debate and no rule can now be 

Mr. McMillin’s subcommittee of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee on internal taxes was in session at the 
pm two hours this afternoon, At 3 
o’clock all the Democratic members of the 
committee had a conference. Mr. McMillin 
submitted the data which he had secured 
from the Treasury Department and Census 
Office touching the question of an income 
tax. While the committee was formally dis- 
cussing the proposition Secretary Carlisle 
was announced. He remained in the com. 
mittee room about twenty minutes. 

The day’s session was devoted solely toa 
consideration of the proposition to tax in- 
comes. The members of the committee said 
they had not considered whisky. Tonight the 
Democratic members of the committee met 
at Secre Carlisie’s house for another con- 
ference. The Secretary is understood to be 
unfriendly to the proposition to tax individual 
incomes, and it is probable that the solution 
of the matter will be a tax mainly on | 
and corporations. This proposition is sup 

rted by the conservative members of the 

mocratic majority—Messrs. Wilson, Turner, 
Montgomery, Stevens, and Cockran. 

“‘ If there is anything in the tariff bill as it. 
now stands that favors reciprocity it will not 
be there when the bill becomes a law,” said 
Chairman Wilson today. * By reciprocity I 
mean that power vested in the President 
under the McKinley law to regulate tariffs by 
prociarfation. Such a policy will be cast out 
by the House root and branch.”

SENATOR PALMER FULL OF WOE, 


He Talks About Hesing’s Appointment, 
buat Does Not Say He Will Fight It. 

Wasuiveton, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
Senator John M. Palmer has arrived. Like- 
wise John Donnelly of Woodstock. Senator 
Palmer is full of woe. He talks straight out. 
He thinks that the administration has treated 
him shabbily in view of the support he gave 
it in its silver policy. It must be said that 
Palmer was one of the unflinching supporters 
of the President in that fight and he ought 
to have as much consideration in the 
way of the offices as Dan Voorhees, 
but he is not going to get it. The Morrison 
crowd is on top and everybody knows it. 
Senator Palmer let everybody understand 
how disappointed he was over Lawler’s fail- 
ure to get the Postoffice. He told his hearers 
that he looked upon the appointment of 
Wash Hesing as a mistake, and he did not 
think it was going to help the party in the 
election of 5 Sinan. Nor did he believe it 
would strengthen the national administra- 
tion. 

The Senator, however, was careful not tode- 
clare that he would fight Hesing’s confirmation. 
He could not afford to do that as long as he 
was asking favors, such as the appointment of 
Donnelly as Marshal. But if he does oppose 
it Cullom will probably see that the nom- 
ination is confirmed. The feeling here now 
is that Frank Lawier will not be named for 
Marshal. This does not help Donnelly, be- 
cause some of the people who fought Lawler 
for the Postoffice will fight him for the Mar- 
shalship. 

It is just four years since Hitchcock was ap- 
pointed, but his commission will not be out 
till next February, and,the cold comfort was 
given Donnelly from the White House that no 
appointment would be made until the com- 
mission had expired. . This puts Senator 
Palmer on his good behavior in the mean- 
time, and gives Donneily’s enemies the chance 
to combine against hin The old story is re- 
newed that the President will not send Law- 
ler’s name to the Senate for any position, be- 
cause then Lawler’s record in the Council 
would be raked up. Nevertheless Mr. Cleve- 
land is willing to put Mr. Lawler in some 
other position of trust. If Lawler and his 
followers are being buoyed by the promise 
that if they behave themselves in the Mayor- 
alty election he will get the Marshaiship they 
ought not to be fooled.

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‘DEALS IN BLACK ART. 


WITOHORAFT OHARGED AGAINST A 
OHUROH MEMBER AT SALEM, 0. 


Three Families Are Made to Fear His Al- 
leged Mysterious Power in Spite of the 
Common-Sense Arguments of the Rest 
of the Congregation=—Sequel to Three 
Other Cases, One of Which Was Seri- 
ously Tried anid a Woman Found Guilty 
Other Northwest News. 


Atiiance, O., Nov. 29.—[Special.]—The 
trouble in the Hart Methodist Episcopal 
Church located three miles south of Salem, 
and ten miles east of this city, dates back six 
months. At this time charges of witchcraft 
were preferred against Sadie Loop, Norman 
Bleam, and a man named Hughes, all mem- 
bers of the church. Miss Loop hada church 
trial, was found guilty, and expelled from the 
church. The jury had not the time then to 
try Bleam and Hughes, and they were allowed 
to remain inthe church under charges, and 
there the matter was allowed to rest. The ex- 
ample made vf Miss Loop it was thought 
would be sufficient to effectually put a stop to 
the witchcraft nonsense. 

A change of pastors was made and% the 
church seemed toagain prosper. The fires of 
witchcraft, however, which it was thought had 
been quenched, only slumbered, A few days 
ago Howard Hughes, on failure to find.water 
in digging a well, sent for old Dr. Hoff of this 
city to make an investigation. Hoff did so, 
and after going through a weird powwow at 
the bottom of the well informed Hughes that 
William Culp,a pillor of the church, was 
causing all the trouble and that the well 
would remain dry until after Culp’s 
death. He also charged the Loop and 
Hughes families to avoid the evil eye of 
Culp and promised them that Culp would 
soon be removed. Their fears have been so 
wrought up by the rantings of the old doetor 
that they are well-nigh crazed. Hoff says 
there is no dotbt whatever of Culp being a 
wizard. 

*He is controlled,” says Hoff, “* by the 
evil spirit. His sole mission is to cause 
trawble, pestilence, and evil. At the last fu- 
neral in his family a black cat walked under 
the coffin all the way tothe grave and that 
has brought all this upon him. His days are 
numbered and he will soon die. For so it is 
written and so it will be.” 

The members of the church who are now 
disturbed over the'witchcraft nonsense are 
confined to three families—namely: the 
Breens, the Hugheses, and the Loops. They 
were all prominent and useful members of 
the church before embracing the theory of 
witchcraft, are above the average intelli- 
gence, while their private characters are above 
reproach, To the credit of the community, it 
can be said, their weird beliefs are not shared in 
by any of the residents of that neighborhood, 
either in or out side the church. They charge 
in brief that Culp is controlled by an evil 
spirit, or at least brings evil upon them, their 
homes, and the members of their households 
and their property. 

The new pastor of the church, the Rev. J. E. 
Holister of this city, who succeeded the Rev. 
J. E, Cope, called on these people a few days 
ago and endeavored to have them meet Culp, 
with a view to having all misunderstandi 
cleared up and an amicable settlement of 
difficulty effected. They refused to even see 
Culp, saying they feared his evil eye, and 
aad have nochurch fellowship with him 
after the trouble he had brought upon them. 
The minister then notified them to be present 
at achurch meeting to be held Sunday to 
consider their case. The meeting was held, 
but the accused failed to appear. 

The Rev. Hollister says a Mrs. Mayers of 
Salem and old Dr. Hoff of Alliance are 
responsible for the scare. The parties impli- 
cated are said tobe easily swayed by Hoff 
and held under his influence. The pastor of 
the church will prefer charges against Hughes 
and Bleam, and their trial will probably take 
“~ in the Hart Church in the near future. 

r. Hoff is positive in his assertions that Culp 
is bewitched, and until removed by death will 

rove a source of evil to all those who come 
n contact with him. Culp is greatly an- 
noyed over the notoriety he has obtained 
through no fault of his own, and if the matter 
is not adjusted without delay the courts may 
be called upon to settls the case. 


BANK DOES NOT OWE THE CITY, 


Money Claimed by Minneapolis Treasurer 
Said to Be a Personal Debt. 

Minwneapouis, Minn., Nov. 29.—[Special, ]— 
W. J. Hahn, the assignee of the State Bank, 
has disallowed the $106,655 claim of F. C. 
Haughan as the Treasurer of the city. This 
is the amount of the city funds .elaimed to 
have been in the bank at the time it closed its 
doors. The decision was made on objections 
filed by John W. Arctander, attorney in be- 
half of creditors of the bank. Arctander 
charges among other things that the amount 
did not represent a sum due from the State 
Bank, but was a debt due Haughan person- 
ally from K. Kortgaard, its President, and 
that it represented a shortage of Kortgaard as 
City Treasurer at the time he turned over the 
books of his office to Haughan, as his suc- 
cessor, and that the State Bank has never re- 
ceived any consideration for the amount in 
question. 


MURDEROUS CRANK ARRESTED, 


Cites Prendergast’s Case in Explaining His 
Desire to Kill. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
Secret Service Operative John F. McCullough 
received a letter from a crank today, in which 
he said: ‘‘lam coming to you. I'll be at 
your office the 20th or 30th.”” Mr. McCul- 
lough prepared to receive his unwel- 
come visitor, and early this after- 
noon a@ man whose appearance identified 
him appeared. Mr. McCullough did not move 
but said, *“‘Come in and make yourself at 
home.’’ McCullough then seized him around 
the body, took a revolver from the fellow’s 
trousers pocket and shoved him intoa chair. 
McCullough then asked him why he wanted 
to kill hiui. The man replied: 

**I do aot want to kill you, but they tell me 
to kill you. Prendergast did not want to kill 
Carter Harrison, but some one told him to 
kill the Mayor.”’

Project to Form a New National Bank with 
Capital of $1,000,000, 

Mitwavukesr, Wis., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
Negotiations are pending for a consolidation 
of the Merchants’ Exchange and the First Na- 
tional Banks, at present the two largest banks 
in the city. It is proposed to makea national 
bank of the two with a capital stock of 
$1,000,000. The present capital of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange is $200,000 and of the 
First National $250,000, so that there will be 
an additional $550,000 in the capital of the 
new bank. It is proposed to have the consol- 
idated bank occupy the recently enlarged 
auarters of the First National Bank. F. G. 
Bigelow, the present cashier of the First Na- 
tional, is proposed for President of the consol- 
idated bank and F. J. Kipp, the present cash- 
Exchange, for cashier. 
If the deal is consummated it will take effect at 
the beginning of the new year.

MANY LIVES IN PERIL AT JOLIET, ILL, 


Attempt to Burn One of the Finest Busi- 
ness Blocks in the City. 


Jouzer, Ill., Nov. 29.—[Special.)]—Early 
this morning fire was discovered in the center 
of the Centennial Block. A building was sat- 
urated with oil. It was found that the fire 
was in the tailor shop of H. C. Gerland, over 
Rockey & Lyons’ cigar store. It was quick- 
ly subdued by chemicals, Conrad Kienas, a 
jeweler, who had his shop and sleeping-room 
up-stairs, where the fire occurred, and H. C, 
Gerland, the tailor, were placed under 
arrest. Back of the tailor shop was 
a room used as a display room, and 
back of this was Kienas’ sleeping-room. The 
fire was discovered by George McFarlane, 
who lives in the next flat and smelled the 
smoke, When the firemen and police arrived 
the odor of kerosene and gas was marked and 
investigation showed that every gas jet in the 
three front rooms was turned on full but not 
lighted. Further investigacion after the fire 
had been quenched showed any quantity of 
kerosene oil poured on the floors of the two 
rooms belonging to the tailor. As late as 9 
o’clock in the morning a match applied to the 
tailor’s work table sent up quite a blaze, Un-

NEW YORK “MAIL, AND EXPRESS” 
BEOOMES HIS PROPERTY, 


It Is Understood Col. Shepard Had Brought 
the Journal Up to a Paying Basis—Dr. 
Parkhurst Secures Indictments Against 
® Police Captain—Assurance Lioyds 
Said to Have Lost $114,000 Through 
Beecher, Schenck & Co.—Cle4ring- House 
Arrangement for Receiving Gold Coin, 


New York, Nov. 29.—[Specia].]|—The pur- 
chase of the Mail and Express by William 
Walter Phelps is reported. It is understood 
the conditions of sale haye been agreed upon 
between Mr. Phelps and the executors of the 
estate of Elliott F. Shepard and the transfer 
will take place Jan. 1. Col. Shepard’s sud- 
den death left the Mail and Express to be 
managed by his executors and its staff of 
employés. It was foreseen a sale of 
the property was probable, if the estate could 
find a purchaser. It is generally understood 
Col. Shepard, after his purchase of the paper 
from Cyrus W. Field, was not long in putting 
it upona paying basis. Col. Shepard paid 
Mr. Field $350,000 for the paper. The price 
to be paid by Mr. Phelps is not known. 

Parkhurst Gains a Victory, 

The Rev. C. H. Parkhurst when he heard the 
grand jury had indicted Police Captain W. 
Devery four times for willful neglect of duty 
seemed greatly satisfied. It was the first 
important result of his determined effort to 
dissolve the partnership between the police 
and the criminals of New York. No warrant 
was issued by Recorder Smyth for the arrest 
of Capt. Devery. Supt. Byrnes had agreed to 
produce him. As the Captain was in Chicago 
on a vacation, the Superintendent ordered 
him by telegraph to return atonce and re- 
ceive an obedient answer. The punishment 
for his offense is one year’s imprisonment or 
a fine of $500, or both. But that is the least 
part of the consideration. It is said the con- 
viction of the Captain on any of the four counts 
would be a deathblow to a vast political 
system that feeds on crime. In the absence 
of Capt. Devery from New York Assistant 
District-Attorney Wellman declined to make 
the four indictments public. But it is not 
difficult to indicate the basis of the grand 
jury’s action. Nov. 13 last Dr. Parkhurst’s 
Society for the Prevention of Crime secured 
the conviction and punishment of four women 
for keeping improper places in the Eleventh 
Precinct, over which Capt. Devery has com- 
mand. In each of these cases the Captain had 
been informed previously of the criminal 
work carried on. When the Court of Special 
Sessions convicted the women it was consid- 
ered a logical result that the grand jury 
should be anxious to know why Capt. Devery 
failed to act when reques by the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime. Dr, 
Parkhurst and his society supplied the grand 
jury with evidence enough to reveal the situ- 
ation, and the four indictments were inevit- 
ables. It was Capt. Devery who had ent 
Gardiner arrested and convicted. Ever since 
that time Dr. Parkhurst has had his eyes on 
the Captain. Supt. Byrnes refused to talk to- 
day except to say Police Department 
would in no way lend itself to an interference 
with a fair trial of Capt. Devery. He could 
not say whether the Captain would be sus- 

nded from duty pending the trial or not. 

r. Parkhurst also asked to be excused from 
talking about the case. 

Reported Loss of Assurance Lloyds, 


The Assurance Lloyds is said to have lost 
money through the management of Beecher, 
Schenck & Co., who are also charged with 
wrecking the American Casualty Insurance 
and Security company of Baltimore and tha 
American Steam Boiler company. The mem- 
bers of the Assurance Lloyds, it is reported, 
had paid in $500,000 for an insurance fund 
at the rate of $5,000 each, and their individ- 
ual liability beyond that, of course, is unly 
limited by the amount of the losses. An ex- 
amination of their accounts for the last year, 
it is said, shows the insurance fund to have 
been impaired $114,000, Col, Beecher would 
not answer questions, and declined to give 
out a list of the members of the asso- 
ciation. The majority of them, however, 
are known to be responsible. William KE. 
eat a member of the firm of Beecher, 
Schenck & Co., said it was not true that his 
firm had withdrawn from the management of 
the Assurance Lloyds. At the office of the 
Lloyds’ the chief clerk said there was no 
truth in the report that the capital of the 
company was impaired to the extent of 
$114,000. The company made this state- 
ment: ‘** Guarantee reserve fund paid in by 
subscribers, $300,000 ; premiums, $589,000 ; 
interest, $4,485; expenditures, $236,793; 
and other liabilities makea total of $375,156. 
Among the prominent men interested in the 
Lloyds are John E. Searles of the sugar 
trust, John V. Farwell & Co., and J. H. 
Flagler of the Standard Oil company. Jno. W. 
Taylor, Treasurer of the Assurance Lloyds, 
said the company had $500,000 deposited in 
the Southern National of New York, the Peo- 
ple’s Trust company of Brooklyn, the Mer- 
cantile Trust and Deposit companv of Balti- 
more, the St. Nicholas Bank of New York, 
and the Second National Bank of Cleveland. 
‘* In addition to this,’’ said Mr. Taylor, ‘*there 
is $120,000 in premiums scattered in the dif- 
ferent banks and United States National Bank 
of New York. To touch the guarantee 
fund of the company it requires the 
approval of the Finance committee, cém- 

of six trustees, who are the Presidents 
of the six banks I nave named. The company 
was organized less than a year ago, and, not 
having a contingent fund, it was absolutely 
necessary to spend some of the capital for ex- 
penses. Seodher, Schenck & Co. assume all 
the liabilities and expenses for the company 
except the losses on risks, and conduct all the 
business for 25 per cent of the net premiums, 
The expense of running other insurances will 
figure up from 30 to 40 per cent of the net 
premiums. The Assurance Lloyds is perfect- 
ly solvent and is in no way affected by the 
trouble of the American Casualty company. 
The present rumors grow out of the fact that 
one of the strong subscribers called for an in- 
vestigation.” 

To Receive Gold Coin Deposits. 


It is expected that the clearing-house will 
begin to receive deposits of gold coin from 
banks Friday, against which it will issue cer- 
tificates to be used in the settlement of clear- 
ing-house balances as provided for and au- 
thorized by the national banking act. The 
certificates of deposit issued by the clearing- 
house will be of the denominations of $5,000 
and $10,000 and will be signed by Frederick 
D. Tappen, Chairman of the Clearing-House 
committee, and countersigned by William 
Sherer, the manager of the clearing-house 
who will register them. The gold will 
all be carefully tested and weighed by experts 
before the certificates are issued. Probably 
between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000 will 
be deposited in the aggregate by the asso- 
ciated banks. Ihe plethora of money in this 
city and the absolute inability of the holders 
of it to employ it profitably in either time or 
call loans has caused the trust companies to 
reduce the rate of interest paid on deposits. 
At present it is virtually impossible to put 
much money out on call on good collateral at 
1 per cent, and money on time has practically 
been offered at that rate in large amounts. 
The associated banks of this city now hold 
more than $70,000,000 surplus reserve. Not 
a little of this is trust company money.

MAY BE REUNITED TO THE PRINCE. 


Friends of Princess Colonna Believe She 
@Would Welcome Reconciliation, 

Lonpvon, Nov, 29.—A special dispatch from 
Paris says that more than a yearago bitter 
quarrels occurred between Prince Colonna 
and his wife, the step-daughter of John A. 
Mackay, when the Prince, so his friends say, 
objected to what he termed his wite’s over- 
fondness for society. 

The Princsss was seen today, but excused 
herself from saying anything. Everybody 
who is acquainted with the Princess knows 
her to be a discreet, good woman who is en- 
tirely devoted to her three little children. 
The Princess’ friends believe she would for- 
give the Prince if he took the first steps 
towards a reconciliation. 

It is common gossip among Ameri- 
cans on the continent that ever since 
his marriage the Prince has squandered 
Mr. Mackay’s money without counting 
it. Besides the large sums he constantly 
demanded, large bills addressed to the Prin- 
cess were received. These bills were for jew- 
elry and other feminine adornments, and the 
Pfincess was unable to doubt the object of 
the articles that had been charged to her, but 
which she uad never seen. She, her brothers, 
and her mother were accurately informed of 
the Prince’s actions by pretended friends, 
Colonna’s “‘ princely”’ spirit was unable to 
brook reproach, though when he wasdriven to 
bay with an absolutely empty purse to face his 
gambling debts, he several times responded 
to his wife’s meek complaints, tears, and a 
check fora large sum of money, with prom- 
ises of amendment, which, the money in his 
possession, he treated like the proverbial pie- 
crust, 

The final scene is said to have been a violent 
one, in which Mrs. Mackay, unsparing of her 
words, told the Prince just what she thought 
of himand his conduct. The Prince could 
make no defense,so he contented himself 
with comparing his Princely origin with the 
origin of Mrs. Mackay. 


No Jurisdiction Over the Sualtan. 


The appeal of Miss Jenny Mighell from the 
decision of the lower court, which held that 
English courts bad no jurisdiction over the 
Sultan of Johore, was dismissed today. Miss 
Mighell, who is a handsome girl residing in 
Brighton, met the Sultan some years ago, 
when he was introduced to her as Albert 
Baker. Miss Mighell claimed the Sultan prom- 
ised to marry her. She finally learned of his 
identity, and continued to receive him and 
correspond with him. On the occasion of the 
Sultan’s last visit to England Miss Mitchell. 
who believed she was to return to India with 
him, made some communications to him 
which he refused to acknowledge. Finding 
she was ignored she brought suit against the 
Sultan for breach of promise of marriage, 
placing her damagesat £10,000. The Sul- 
tan pleaded he was a reigning sovereign and, 
therefore, the English courts had no jurisdic- 
tion whatever over him. This contention has 
now been upheld by the Court of Appeals. 


Entanglement at Rome. 


A special dispatch from Rome says the 
friends of Sig. Giolitti, who resigned the 
Prime Ministership last week, state that Sig. 
Tantongo’s nomination as Senator was de- 
cided upon by Sig. Zanardelli, now President 
of the “hamber of Deputies, who has been 
summoned by King Humbert to form a Cab- 
inet, and Sig. Grima!di, Minister of the Treas- 
ury in Sig. Giolitti’s Cabinet. This decision 
was made, it is said, by Sigs. Zanardelli 
and Grimaldi while they were dining 
at Sig. Tantongo’s house, Newspapers 
supporting Sig. Gnolitti publish letters 
from Sig. Zanardelli to Sig. Tantongo, in 
which the former advises the latter to subsi- 
dize members of the press to favor and sup- 
port his candidacy. Sig. Tantongo was gov- 
ernor of the Banca Romano and was arrested 
onthe charge of complicity in the frauds. 
His trial before the Assjze Court, however, re- 
sulted in his acquittal, The publication of 
these letters has caused considerable c)m- 
ment. Other scandals are threatened, and 
every one in political life is on the qui vive to 
learn who will be implicated. 


DISCUSS THE INFERNAL MACHINES, 


Emperor Thinks the Attempt on Caprivi's 
3 Life Was Made by a Madman. 
Bertin, Nov. 29.—At the opening of the 

Reichstag this afternoon Herr von Levetzow, 

the President, expressed the indignation felt 

by himself and other members of the House 
without regard to party feelings at the at- 
tempt to assassinate the Emperor and Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi by means of infernal ma- 
chines. Chancellor von Caprivi and Maj. Eb- 
meyer, his aide, were received by Emperor 

William at the new palace, Potsdam, today. 

Maj. Ebmeyer told in detail all the 

facts he knew in connection with the infernal 

machine that was sent to the Chancellor. 

His story in all respects agreed with that told 

at the time. The Emperor, after listening to 

the story, said the whole thing was the work 
of a madman. He added that he in no way 
identified France with the attempted outrage, 
though the package was sent from Orleans. 

Even the Anarchists of Berlin have expressed 

their non-approval of the attempt on the 

Chancellor’s life. They held a meeting last 

night and declared that the Anarchists were 

in no way connected with the outrage. The 

Chancellor, it was emphatically said, had 

no enemies among the Anarchists.

The government is now anticipating upris- 
ings further south in the Garza section. One 
of the phases which has created consternation 
in army circles is the fact that the regular 
troops are in some secret manner getting pos- 
session of seditious literature, The forced 
draft of men in this section has embraced 
several who are revolutionists and who belong 
to the secret order all the rebels are members 
of. 

These men have of course preached their 
doctrines to the regular soldiers and they are 
now seized with disaffection. The regular 
soldiers are mainly convicts sent to the army 
on account of lack of room in the peniten- 
tiaries and their allowance is 373¢ cents a day, 
equivalent to a little more than 25 cents 
American morey. QOutof this amount they 
must furnish their own food and anything 
they need except clothing. 

Soldiers fighting under such conditions are 
not formidable, and if the revolutionists are 
paying good wages the regulars may yet be 
induced to join their ranks. 

Americans Asked to Help. 

Nicare Pacheco was in El Paso, Tex., up to 
Tuesday morning. During his stay he issued 
anew prononciamento calling on Americans 
to join the present bodies of revolutionists in 
the field and fight for freedom. 


The document appeals to the regular sok 


diery in strong terms and through some chan- 
nela plentiful supply of the inflammatory 
documents got into the hands of the soldiery.

If the United States troops take that much of 
the campaigns off their hands they can then 
reduce some of their garrison forces and put 
more men in the field. 


Revolutionists Are Confident. 


The revolutionists, however, do not seem to 
think the American Government will go to 
such an enormous outlay of money so 
long as there is no hostile demonstra- 
tions on the Texas soil, and also cite 


the fact that as Mello or any other South | 
American revoiutionist can purchase arms | 


in New York there is nothing to prevent the 
same in Texas. The revolutionists are not at 
present on the aggressive. They are gaining 
recruits and expect in the course of the next 
two or three weeks to come. out of their 
present stronghold and operate southward. 
They believe that they are able to force from 
Diaz nearly all the concessions they are fight- 
ing for, and that be their plan of campaign.

The 
rosecution of the experiment of enlisting 
ndian companies will be continued only on 
the present small scale until success or failure 
has been proved. The three-battalion organ- 
izution for infantry regiments is recommend- 
ed. The entire infantry force will be equipped 
with the new magazine rifle before 
the close of the coming year. The 
issue of the new 3.2 steel field guns 
to the militia and colleges and schools 
is suggested. One-third of the report is devoted 
to the progress of the last eight years in the 
manufacture of heavy ordnance and seacoast 
defense.

The report holds that the shore duration of 
recent wars demonstrates the important ‘part 
of the exact sciences in modern warfare, and 
that progress in the War Department must be 
along the lines of a national university of 
military science as well as along those of coast 
defense. An increase in the number 
of cadets at the West Point Military Academy 
is suggested foran early day. Growing in- 
terest in military instruction at colleges and 
schools is reported. In 1892-93 the number 
of students was 10,970, a gain of 42 per cent. 
The Secretary recommends that military in- 
struction by army officers be extended to the 
high schools of the larger cities. The latest 
returns report an organized militia of 112,- 
597 in all the States. The improvement of 
the harbors and internal water-ways - of the 
country has made exceilent progress. The 
Chief of Engineers estimates that 
in the continuance of these works 
the sum of $38,770,611 can be expended 
during the next fiscal year. The department 
does not think that more than $7,500.000 is 
needed this year. The Secretary recommends 
the erection of a memorial bridge from 
Washington to Potomac Heights as a suitable 
approach to the National yea at Arling- 
ton. The sum of $863,017 has been expend- 
ed by the S:ates on the field of Gettysburg, in 
addition to considerable sums contributed by 
private organizations. The greater part of 
the work of ame the Chickamauga and 
Chattanooga National Military Park has been 
com pleted. 

The work of the Record and Pension Office 
of the War Department hasso far advanced 
that areduction of $345,000 can be made 
during the coming year. It is recommended 
that Congress take appropriate action for the 
relief of the sufferers in the accident at the 
old Ford Theater Building.

PROCTOR TAKES JOHNSTON'S PLACE, 


The Louisiana Man’s Troubles Which Led 
Up to Civil Service Commission Charge. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special. ]— 

The Civil Service Commission manages to 
keep itself before the public by its internal 
broils. President Cleveland’s removal of 
Commissioner Johnston of Louisiann has 
helped to recall to mind that there is such a 
thing. John R. Proctor was today appointed 
to take the vacancy. Johnston is a_ sports- 
man who undertook to carry out the spoils 
theory as a Civil Service Commissioner. This 
brought him in contact with walle 
Roosevelt made himself unpopular with some 
of the public officials during the Harrison ad- 
ministration by insisting on carrying out the 
law. He could do no less under a Democratic 
administration. He staid in office on the as- 
surance from President Cleveland that his 
policy would be supported. 

The Terre Haute Postoffice furnished a 
flagrant case of conflict between civil service 
and spoils service. Commissioner Johnston 
sided with the Democrat who was made Post- 
master there. Roosevelt sgught to have the 
law obeyed regardless of the wishes of Sen- 
ator Voorhees. Roosevelt has also been de- 
manding some show of observing the law in 
the Treasury Department and has made 
himself obnoxious to Secretary Carlisle. 
Commissioner Johnston naturally’ sided 
with Carlisle. Then sevelt told 
the President that either he or 
Johnston would have to go. Johnston was 
given opportunity to resign and take a con- 
sulate at Victoria. He refused and was there- 
fore removed, He is trying to make himself 
out a martyr, but there is no sympathy given 
him. It has been reported that the President 
would further reorganize the commussion by 
dropping Lyman, but the objections to the 
man are of a negative sort, and as he has 
no politics and is backed by the mugwumps 
he will probably stay. 

Prof. John R. Proctor, the newly-appointed 
member of the Civil Service Commission, was 
born in Mason County March 16, 1844, was 
educated at the noted academy at Maysville 
and at home, afterward completing his studies 
by a special course at the University of Penn- 

sylvania. He soldiered through the war with 

Confederate army. In 1873, on the or- 
rama yi of the Geological Survey, he was 
appointed an assistant, and steadily advanced 
in position untilon the resignation of Prof. 

Shaler in May, 1880, he was appointed chief 

of the department tosucceed the former. 

This position he held with credit until this 

year. when the Kentucky Legislature refused 

to make another appropriation to maintain 
the department.

‘ $150,000 or $200,000—It Is Hinted the 
$100,000 Bond May Be Forfeited as a 
Way Out=—Heavy Cut in the List of Ex- 
position Employes—Beloit Gets a 
Greecian Collection=Notes and News of 


the World's Fair. 

_ Members of the Fair Directory will not pay 
the South Park board the $441,000 asked by 

the latter in consideration of its accepting 
the buildings at Jackson Park and releasing 
the directory frum its bond, There was a 
largely attended meeting of the Executive 
Committee yesterday when President Higin- 
botham submitted a statement relative to the 
conference held with the Park Board Tuesday 
afterncon. The members all thought the 
amount excessive, and it will have to be cut 
down before any sort of terms are reached 
with the Commissioners. President Higin- 
botham said the Park Commissioners shouid 
not receive anything; but some of the mem- 
bers of the committee spoke as if willing for 

mpromise. 

: Director Lyman J. Gage said he had made 
no figures as yet, but the sum set forth by the 
Commissioners was entirely too much. It is 
probable not more than $150,000 or $200,- 
000 would be recommended by any of the 
directors while others will insist on giving 
nothing. : 

In this connection there isa bond for $100,- 
000 filell by the Exposition company to carry 
outits agreement. Its forfeiture -by the Ex- 
position company would simplify the matter 
in some respects but add litigation. The di- 
rectors also'ate under obligations when they 
begin tearing away the buildings, if they do, 

_ to furnish another bond of $100,000. That 
has not been giventyet because destruction 
has not yet begun. No director will openly 
advocate, but some of them merely say some- 
what significantly that they are good for the 
amount of the bond and there is a possibility 
of its forfeiture. One of the strong men of 
the cominittee who was present at yesterday’s 
meeting said; 

“I would not think of granting the South 
Park Board the amount it asks. It is more 
than excessive; it is out of reason. If we 
turn over everything to the board its mem- 
pers certainly can realize in improvements 
and falvage $1,000,000. But if the Expo- 
sition company holds on, it means a great 
deal of time given up by directors who cannot 
afford longer to have the fair interfere with 
their business. The Commissioners, on the 
other hand, can carry the buildings along and 
dispose of the salvage in a leisurely manner 
asa part of their park duty. Therefore, I am 
in favor of paying something to be rid of the 
business. think $150,000 is somewhere 
near the compromise point. That is my 
opinion.” 

The resignation of Auditor Ackerman was 
accepted by the committee to take effect Dec. 
1. Mr. Ackerman has audited the accounts 
of the Exposition since its preliminary 
organization. He was a member of the first 
Board of Directors. He has staid with the

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One thousand five hundred empioyés of the 
Exposition will celebraté Thanksgiving day 
by losing the jobs they have held, some of 
them, for two or three years. The Columbian 
Guard will lead off in this slaughter.

Smith issued orders yesterday to company 
commanders to select one-half of their mem- 
bers for dismissal Dec. 1. This will reduce 
the guard, including the officers, to 500 or 
fewer. Whether the remnant is to be deci- 
mated daily, as the whole corps has been for 
the last month,..Adjt.. Smith did not know. 
Capt. J. L, Wilson, Company 11, has been 
ordered to Washington by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Another wholesale slaughter has been or- 
dered in the Transportation Department. 

Holcomb will dispense with the services 
of 400 or more of his men after today. The 
department as reduced will consist of an 
office force of five clerks and all the switch- 

men, trainmen, and warehousemen, making 
100 in all. The work of loading the erhibits, 
done hitherto by the 400 men who are dis.

Kimball & Cobb Stone company, which will 
use sixty teams and put narrow gauge rail- 
roads in the side aisles of the Manufactures 
Building. There will be two foremen in each 
ofthe large buildings and the work will be 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible. 

General Manager Graham will discharge 
500 men from the Department of Works; 
Capt. Bonfield’s secret service corps of fifty- 
nine men will be disbanded; cms Tucker’s 

partment of Admissions, including twenty 
men, will be disbanded; Supt. Blackmar’s 
Department of Collections, including twelve 
men, will be disbanded; Chief Allison will let 
twelve of his clerks go; Chief Smith will lose 
five, Chief Peabody four, Chief Skiff four, 
Chief Robinson two, and Chief Collins two.

of artistic, social, moral, and religious agen- 
cies; for the unexampled manner in which 
wealth has contributed to advance the inter- 
ests of the people and to relieve the sufferings 
of the poor.

exampled financial result; and for the un- 
stinted praise which has come from every 
part of the world. And not the least thank- 
ful because John Boyd Thacher has gone fo 
Washington with his mischief-making Bureau 
of Awards. 

Whatever may happen elsewhere, the people 
of Chicago will be grateful-that they live in 
such a goodly, energetic, hustling, patriotic 
city. This will add zest to the Thanksgiving 
turkey and pudding. To crown the feast there 
is but one thing left.

On 
this day of all days let every home have occa- 
sion for thanksgiving. 


ALARMED ABOUT THEIR WAGES. 

The workingmen of Pittsburg, one of the 
great manufacturing centers of this country, 
are scared by the tariff bill and the effect of 
its reductions on their wages. What they 
would not see last November they see now. 
The President of the Amalgapiated Associa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers says: 

The measure is a menace to our manufacturing 
industries. The manufacturers whom the com- 
mittee is aiming at can stand it by closing their 
milis but the employés will starve in the mean- 
time. 

Iron is one of the great Pittsburg industries. 
‘The Wilson bill proposes to reduce to 22% 
per cent the duty on pig iron, which was 35.58 
per cent by the law of 1883 and was left at 
that figure by the McKinley law. The duty 
on bar iron is cut down from 58.33 to 30 per 
cent, and on beams, girders, joists, etc., from 
82.62 to 35 per cent. Iron in forms inter- 
mediate between pig and bar is reduced from 
57 to 25 per cent. The duty on tin-plate, the 
manufacture of which has secured a foothold 
in the United States, is to be lowered from 76 
to 35 per cent. This is but a trifle higher 
than the 34.66 per cent of the law of 1883, 
under which no tin-plate was made. Cotton 
ties, on which there was a duty of 35 per cent 
under the law of 1883, increased by that of 
1890, are made free. The mills where thou- 
sands of tons of these ties were made will be 
compelled to shut up for good, and the men 
who were working in them for fair wages will 
have to look for other jobs. 

The Democrats promised that if they were 
allowed to pass a tarnff bill wages should not 
be lowered. Inthe case of these cotton tie 
men wages are worse th :, lowered—they 
shrink to nothing. The workmen in other 
iron industries appreciate the fact that these 
heavy reductions in duties mean that they 
must take lower wages and count themselves 
lucky to get them, for the amount of work to 
be done will be reduced, The labor thus 
made idie will have to seek employment at 
something else, That will overcrowd the la- 
bor market in other trades, including those 
which are not directly affected by the tariff, 
and thus, little by little, men in the building 
trades, for instance, will find their wages 
tending inexorably downward. 

Glass is another Pittsburg industry. The 
President ofthe Window Glass Workers’ 
Association, who speaks for the employés and 
not for the employers, says: 

If the bill passes the window glass trade will 
be ruined. The reduction is between 50 and 65 
per cent and to get even manufacturers will re- 
duce wages, Ifthe latter are reduced in propor- 


tion to the cut the empioyés cannot live. Even a

” It is estimated by the glass men that tariff 
reductions of this severity will have to be 
made good by 4 reduction of about 30 per 
cent in the wages of the men, who have been 
getting very high pay asa result of the pro- 
tection which this industry has enjoyed, Oth- 
erwise the manufactories will have to close. 
The owners of them are desirous to go on— 
they do not want to sacrifice their plants— 
but they will not manufacture at a loss. Their 
policy depends entirely on the workmen. 

The latter are holding meetings, as are 
those engaged in other industries, and draw- 
ing up protests against the passage of the 
Wilson bill to be submitted to Congress. They 
will appeal to a Democratic majority, which 
promised them last year that wages should 
not be reduced. but they will appealin vain. 
Happily they can register a more effectual 
protest next November, when a new House 
will be chosen. 


THE NATION’S POSTOFFICES, 

The first annual report by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Bissell contains statements of fact which 
are highly complimentary to the energy and 
activity of Chicago, and all the more so as the 
fiscal year passed under review ended with 
the second month of the World’s Fair. The 
gross receipts of the Chicago office for the 
year were $4,672,018, being an increase of 
18.3 per cent over the business for the pre- 
vious year, while the increase for New York 
was only 8.7 per cent, though its total re- 
ceipts of nearly $7,360,000 exceeded ours 
by 79 per cent. In amount of business Phil- 
adelphia ranked third, Boston fourth, and 


| St. Louis fifth. The group of ten cities, in- 


cluding these, Cincinnati, Brooklya, San 
Francisco, Baltimore, and Pittsburg, had an 
aggregate of 30.2 per cent of the total reve- 
nues of thedepartment, and the Postinaster- 
General thinks it would be advisable to put 
these ten cities into a class by themselves, ap- 
propriations by Congress to be made for them 
direct‘and without the intervention of the 
rules and methods as to allowances that are 
properly applicable to other postoffices, If 
that suggestion be not favoreld he would rec- 
ommend such special grouping for the first 
five, and at least for the two cities of New 
York and Chicago. On the efficient manage- 
ment of those two that of the whole postal 
service of the country largely depends. As 
collectors and distributers of what may be 
called the world’s through mail those two of- 
fices render a service not at all measured: by 
the local population served or by the amount 
of revenue. The greatest concentration of 
railway mail service is at Chicago, which 
otherwise demands special attention from the 
fact that it now has fifty-five offices within its 
corporate limits. 

The Columbian postage stamps wero not 
the success expected. The original contract 
called for the. printing of three billions of 
them at 17 cents per 1,000, but only 1,045 
millions of the stamps and 55 million stamped 
Columbian envelopes were issued. Thirty- 
six clerks and thirty-one letter carriers were 
employed at the World’s Fair station at a cost 
of $29,614 for them and furniture, with $13,- 
877 for postal-cars and employés connected. 
with them. The 4,681,086 pieces of first- 
vlass mail matter received there were nearly 
five times the number received at the Cen- 
tennial station in Philadelphia seventeen 
years ago. Lower grade matter shows about 
the same proportion, and on registered matter 
the W orld’s Fair station handled six times as 
much as the Centennial station. The $34,- 
175,924 in money orders was three times 
that at the Centennial, and: the World’s Fair 
was practically the centennial of the postal 
service in the United States, that having been 
established in 1794 in about its present form. 

The financial statement shows that the de- 
ficiency for the last fiscal year exceeded five 
million dollars, or more than three times the 
deficiency estimated by Mr. Wanamaker, and 
that there will be a deficiency of nearly eight 
millions for the current fiscal year, which will 
be decreased one and a quarter millions by 
funds taken from the unpaid money order ac- 
counts. The gross expenditures for this year 
are estimated to exceed ninety millions. The 
report is adverse to the extension fof the ex- 
perimental free delivery system, states that 
claims by carriers for overtime are being 
closely watched, and suggests that postal no tes 
be abolished, rates charged for domestic 
money orders be reduced, and the form of order 
siinplified. Itestimates that the present force 
of 6.645 men in the railway mail service will 
need to be increased this year to 7,000, 
recommends legislation that will providea 
reasonable sum to be paid to widows and 
minor children of railway mail clerks killed 
while on duty, favors the utilization of local 
electric car lines for mail transportation, and 
intimates a desire that no new ocean mail 
subsidy contracts be entered upon. Last yéar 
the department carried 301 million pounds 
of second-class matter, beimg an increase of 
14 per cent, and delivered 87  mill- 
ion pounds of free mail matter. If charged 
for the same as private matter, making no al- 
lowance for newspapers and other periodicals 
mailed free in their respective counties of 
publication, this;would pay about the amount 
of the average annual deficiency of the de- 
partment. 

Mr. Bissell recommends legislation which 
will permit the suspension ot employés for 
ten days without pay for violation of the 
rules and the granting of not more than three 
months’ leave with full pay to any carrier or 
clerk disabled by. casualty while in perform- 
ance of duty. He devotes considerable space 
to a discussion of civil service reform, of 
which he professes to be an. admirer, and 
thinks it would be impossible to conduct the 
affairs of the department with any approach 
to its present degree of efficiency without the 
benefit and protection of the civil service law. 
He-holds that the rule that fourth-class Post- 
masters shall not be removed in less than four 
years after appointment, unless for cause 
shown, will have the tendency to dignify the 
office by placing it on a par with the Presi- 
dential office as to tenure. 


THE PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 
Tue Trisvuys prints this morning a detailed 


and accurate comparison of the duties under» 


the McKinley, or present tariff law, and under 
the Wilson bill. In order that there may be 
no difficulty in seeing the extent of the 
changes it is proposed to make in those cases 
where the existing specific duties are to be re- 
placed by ad valorem ones the ad valorem 
equivalents of the former are given. Where 
a duty is a specific one in both cases, asin that 
of butter for instance, the ad valorem equiva- 
lent is not required. As the entire free list 
was printed last Tuesday, only those articles 
are reprinted now which are made free by the 
Wilson bill.

DO NOT DROP THE INVESTIGATION, 

The State challenged peremptorily two of 
the jurors who had been accepted in the 
Coughlin case. The official reason assigned 
was that they were not legally competent, 
both having served on juries within a year, 
and one being a clerk and the other a judge of 
election. The real reason in the case of one 
man was some remarks made by his wife, 
which probably meant nothing, -but which 
were susceptible of a sinister construction. 
The reason in the case of the other was the 
irregular and peculiar way in which he hap- 
pened to get on the jury. 

The irregularity thus revealed was one 
which must be inquired into to the bottom 
and steps taken to prevent its recurrence, for 
its potentialities for mischief are great. The 
County Clerk has in his office a long list of 
the names of persons who may be called on 
to act as jurors. Opposite each of these 
names isa number. These names and num- 
bers are written on separate cards which are 
placed in a box. When veniremen are wanted 
ina particular court the Clerk sends for a 
number of these cards and the men whose 
names occur on them are subpoenaed to at- 
tend, 

The number on the card of one of these 
chalienged jurors was 30,167. The jury list 
showed that that number was against the 

ame of quite a different individual. It was 
evident from this and other facts that there 
had been a substitution of cards by some one, 
so that instead of A. B, being summoned to 
serve, C, D., whose name was not on the jury 
list, was put on the panel and found his way 
on the jury. The card made out at the County 
Clerk’s office had been destroyed{and replaced 
by another. 

It is not necessary here to inquire into the 
motives of the person who received one card 
from the County Clerk and handed a different 
one to the Clerk of the Criminal Court, He 
may have wanted merely to get a joh for a 
friend who was out of work, or he may have 
wished to smuggle on the jury a person who 
ought not to be there. It is easy to see, how- 
ever, how important it is to find out the guilty 
party and punish him so severely that the of- 
fense will not be repeated. 

If a criminal wishes to get on the jury 
which is to try him some man who will be 
sure to vote for his acquittal he has but to 
corrupt some one who handles the jury cards, 
and the chances are fair that he will get a 
jury which will disagree. Juries can be 
stuffed in civil cases as well as in crimi 
ones. It will be impossible to have ho 
trials if the methods just brought to lig 
not broken up. 

It is not enough, therefore, 

Coughlin jury. That official, one or more of 
whose subordinates may have been mixed up 
in this business, shouid insist on a thorough 
investigation and the discovery and punish- 
ment of the guilty party or parties. He must 
also devise and enforce precautionary.meas- 
ures which will make this smuggling of peo- 
ple on juries more difficult than it appears to 
be now. . 

Of course the State’s-Attorney’s office will 
leave no stone unturned to find out who is be- 
hind this attempt to get a man on the Coughlin 
jury. If that could be done it might be pos- 
sible to write the true history of the Cronin 
murder. If the employé who changed the 
ecards did notdo it of his own motion, who 
was the individual who put him up to it?

THE HOME FESTIVAL, 

Thanksgiving day, established in New 
England by our Puritan fathers, has become 
preémiinently a home festival day through- 
out the land. Wedo weillthus to set apart 
one day for the celebration of the institution 
of the home; the characters of men and 
women depend so largely on the homes from 
which they come that too much pains cannot 
be taken to enrich home life and to see to it 
that it becomes a power making for the good 
and the creat in the life of the individual. 

What a change our worthy ancestors would 
discover in the exterral conditions of home 
life today—the average citizen living in what 
would seem palaces to them, and new forms 
of comfort, convenience, and luxury available 
even tothe poor. But external conditions are 
the least trustworthy of all evidences of the 
prosperity or happiness of the home; the 
supreme test lies in the quality of the men 
and women it gives to the world; only if we 
can claim superiority here, shall we be able 
to boast that the modern home is superior to 
the old type. 

Very charming are the pictures of these 
homes of the early day—such as Mrs. Stowe 
has given usin ‘‘ Oldtown Folks,’”’ or Whittier 
in ‘‘Snow-Bound.’’ Perhaps the most notice- 
able thing to us, looking backward to the 
homes from which came such men as Sum- 
ner, Channing, Emerson, and Whittier, is 
their formal respect and revere nce, especially 
on the part of children towards parents. 
Channing writes of his father that he was a 
strict disciplinarian and, “‘ according to the 
mistaken notion of histime, kept his chil- 
dren at too great a distance from him.” 
Emerson’s mother was one of the tenderest 
and most loving of women, but she felt great 
distrust of undue expression ofher feelings. 
We are not to conclude that these parents 
were lacking in real and ardent affection; 
on the contrary, asa rule, their lives were 
one long devotion to duty and family inter- 
ests. Without wishing to see this almost grim 
atmosphere restored, isit not questionable 
whether the reaction from it has not been 
carried too far? Emerson quotes the man 
who complained that he was born when chil- 
dren had no rights and had lived to the time 
when parents had none. The modern theory 
seems to be that in the child’s development 


as much as possible must be leftto nature 


and that the parent must forbear to control 
and festrict lest he should warp. Such an 
entire departure from the canons 
of an earlier age is far from being 
wholly a gain, Undoubtedly a bright 
and happy childhood is one of the 
greatest of all ¢ife’s blessings, but it is pur- 
chased at too heavy a price if at the expense 
of those lessons of self-control and self-denial 
which all must learn sooner or later, if the 
child has never learned the stern truth that 
there is a higher law for every one than the 
law of his own self-will. One misses the def- 
erential and considerate manner that is ap- 
propriate and charming in youth, It is not 
uncommon to find in the younger members 
of a household a behavior far inferior to their 
elders in grace and politeness. The revolt 
from overtraining has proceeded too far when 
it substitutes no training; something more 
than a kind heart is necessary to the making 
of fine manners, One may learn Greek or 
the pianetary laws late in life; but a fine 
manner, like the correct use of one’s mother 
tongue, must.. begin with . the cradle and be 
cultiveted in thenursery. The modern home 
is unfaithful to its obligations just so far as it 
leaves the devel tof its children to bap- 
hazard, and the gon-intervention of parents is 
a mistaken kindness. =~ | 
glance at the Puritan home is the discovery 
that there was a time when fathers bore their 


part in the family direction until mothers have 
become almost the sole authority. 
mother who determines what school the child 
shall attend ; what shall be its courseof study ; 
what shall be the style of living; in what 
society the family shall move. 

What busy women those Puritan mothers 
were! ** Housekeepers by the wrath of God,” 
some of them irreverently have been called. 
But the old notion that a woman is “ smart” 
because she does her own housework is prac- 
tieally extinct. It is now recognized that it is 
higher work for an intellectual woman to 
teach an ignorant woman low to cook 
than it is herself to cook, that it requires 
more ability to administer the government of 
a household than to do the work ofa house- 
hold, that a woman is quite as- much in the 
line of home duties when she is making her 
home the object of cultivated thought as when 
she is darning stockings or making pies. If 
in the evolution of the modern home it has 
come to be (as it should not be) that its type 
is to be fixed almost entirely by the mother, 
then let her“be faithful to the high calling. By 
planning for \eisure and a fresh mind in the 
evening, by the allurements of the sitting- 
room or out-of-door pleasures, by music, 
games, and reading, by small gatherin of 
congenial friends, by all the possible timings 
with which one can help to realize the ideal 
or idealize the real, let the house-mother seek 
to make home the dearest spot on earth. No 
better or wiser Thanksgiving festival could be 
kept than for all, both men and women, to 
take into their hearts this suggestion of the 
possible sweetness and serenity of home as an 
ideal to be attained. 


--~LEHIGH STRIKE IS DEAD. 

There is no longer any room to doubt that 
the strike on the Lehigh Valley railroad ig 
dead. The business of the line is proceeding 
nearly as usual. All the freight trains are 
running regularly, and there has not at any 
time been any considerable trouble with the 
passenger trains. Some of the strikers have 
returned to work, deserting the brotherhood to 
do so, and the rest regard the struggle as a 
hopeless one for themselves. They talk about 
having been unjustly used by the federation, 
but that does not alter the fact that the strike 
has failed,’ and without any heavy pressure 
being brought to bear by the ‘officials of the 
road, 

The weak point with the strikers was their 
inability to induce their comrades on other 
lines to drop their situations in sympathy. It 
was expected that the engineers on the Nickel 
Plate and Erie and some other roads would 
join in the fight. But they refused to do so. 
Having no grievances of their own and know- 
ing what a bad time this would be to prevent 
their places from being taken by men now un- 
employed, they declined to go out, and it is 
said have decided not to quit even if ordered 
to do so by the required two-thirds vote of the 
association. In this they showed good sense. 
Doubtless they weighed well the conditions 
and decided it would be the height of folly to 
vacate their situations on the edge of winter 
because the employés of another line had a 
minor grievance which was all their own, 

As previously stated in Tus Trrsune, the 
question was not one of wages. The Lehigh 
strikers had not been asked to accept less pay 
than heretofore. The disagreement was in 
regard to the order in which certain men 
should be called on todo what work was re- 
quired of them. It shouid seem this is a mat- 
ter that ought to be left with the officials who 
are charged with the duty of seeing the work 
done in the best and most effective manner. 
It was a case in which the workers sought © 
dictate to the boss on points which it should 
be the province of the latter to deeide, It was 
avery different thing from resistance to a 
proposition to reduce wages, and evidently 
the engineers on the other lines so regarded 
it. Hence their refusal to budge and the ina- 
bility of the Lehigh strikers to carry the day. 

It is well for the community that the 
struggle is ended thus speedily. Had it been 
a protracted one, owing to a cessation of 
work on other lines, the result would have 
been much loss and no small amount of suf- 
fering tothe people. The price of hard coal 
would have been advanced, and probably also 
that of soft coal, as the owners of the latter 
would have been only too ready to embrace 
the opportunity offered by the greater de- 
mand for their product. Half a dollar per 
ton, or more, added to the cost of all the 
coal consumed in the United States this 
winter would not have been a pleasant thing 
to contemplate or endure. The infliction 
would have been far greater than any pos- 
sible counterbalancing advantage to the 
strikers, and they must have felt the force 
of the odium entailed by their conduct 
had it been successful after a long paralysis 
of business on the carrying lines. By the re- 
fusal of others to join them the strikers have 
been saved from the worst consequences that 
might have been expected from their ,jown 
folly. 


At the close of last week the associated 
banks of New. York held 71 million dollars in 
excess of legal requirements,a much larger 
surplus reserve than any previously reported. 
Similar conditions are reported by the banks 
of Chicago. They are piling up money in the 
absence of an immediate demand, and some of 
them have on hand fully 60 per cent of their 
deposits. Merchants are using funds, but 
manufacturing activities are sluggish, and 
speculation is kept at a low ebb by uncertain- 
ties in regard to the outcome of Democratic 
tinkering with the tariff. This dullness may 
be expected to continue till something more 
definite is known about the way in which dif.- 
ferent classes of industrial occupation will be 
affected by tariff revision. Our legislators at 
Washington ought to lose no time in working 
out the changes which they profess to think 
will constitute a reform. The country is 
waiting on their pleasure, and there is little 
probability of the money now lying idle 
in the banks of this and other cities being 
called out to active employment till people 
know the ground they will have to work on 
for the future. Nobody wants to buy raw 
or finished material either at wholesale or re- 
tail, beyond what is required to supply im- 
mediate and pressing wants, while there seems 
to be a chance that prices will be considerably 
reduced by laws making in the direction of 
free trade. 


Now rat the ward clubs have been organ- 
ized, it is time for the ward statesmen of the 
Republican party to settle down te work and 
prepare for tne registration of next Tuesday.

West Park Water Debt.

WASHED HER WAY TO AFFLUENCE. 


Story of a Woman Whose Husband Wants 
a Divorce and Her Money. 

George F. and Elizabetha Stricker were 
married thirty years ago when they were poor. 
Now, when they own property worth more than 
$30,000 and have on hand $2,500 in cash, 
Elizabetha wants her husband restrained from 
disposing of the property. She declares to 
the court that her husband hasn’t treated her 
kindly of late, and in narrating how the money

Mrs. Stricker also says that her husband in- 
serted an advertisement in an evening paper 
printed in German advising storekeepers not 
to trust her with necessaries, and she hasn’t 
been able to get anythingon credit since. As 
a result she has no fire and her feet are bare. 


Charges Against the Great Western. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
company preferred charges yesterday against the 
Chicagq Great Western railway, alleging viola- 
tion of the Western Passenger Association agree- 
ment. The St. Pauli road claims that it has n 
compelled to make a reduced rate on excess 
baggage for United States Government troops. 
The agreement provides foranet cash rate. of 
$9.02 for government troops, while the regular 
unlimited rate from Chicago to Minneapolis is 
$11.50. Regerding excess gage generally the 
agreement provides that the rates to be charged 
should be 12 percent of the highest limited reg- 
ular or standard rate, or 12 per cent of the low- 
est unlimited regular first-class rate where no 
limited rates are made. In making its bid for 
the transportation of the troops the Chicago 
Great W@tern based the excess baggage charge 
on 12 percent of the net cash rate, being under 
the impression that it was permitted to do so 
under the agreement. The Chicago Great West- 
ern failed to get business, and in addition its suc- 
cessful competitor brings charges against it for 
violation of agreement. 


U. P. Receivers to Pay Interest. 

New York, Nov. 29.—The Union Pacific re- 
ceivers, having reached an agreement with the 
trustees of the Kansas Pacific consolidated mort- 
gage, the receivers will forward tomorrow an ap- 
plication to the court at Omaha for permission 
to pay the interest. which was due Nov, 1 on the 
following obligations and cotpons: The usual 
interest on the three years’ notes under which 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. are the trustees, Kansas 
Pacific consolidated 6s, Kansas Pacific Denver 
extension 6s, Atchison and Pike’s Peak 6s, Cen- 
tral Branch Union Pacific 7s. The recsivers have 
also decided to petition the court to pay interest 
on the following obligations and _ securities 
which fall due Dec. 1:. Union Pacific collateral 
trust 5s, amounting to $116,925; Union Pacific 
6 per cent notes, interest due Feb. 1, monthly in- 
stallments, amounting to $55,245; Kansas Pa- 
cific (Middle Division) first 6s, amounting to 
$121,890.

Considerable excitement was caused yester- 
day among the officials of the Chicago east- 
bound roads by the discovery that the Erie 
had issued a new tariff, making material re. 
ductions in rates on fertilizer, green hides, 
dressed poultry, and butter, and eggs. . The 
rate quoted on fertilizer is 20 cents, cut of 5 
cents; green hides, 22'¢ cents, cut of 71 
cents; dressed poultry, 50 cents, cut of 25 
cents; butter and eggs, 45 cents, cut of 20 
cents. It was also reported that the Erie had 
decided to reduce grain rates to a basis of 20 
cents, a reduction of 5 cents, but the Erie 
people here deny this and thus no reduced 
tariff on grain has come to the surface. 

A meeting of the Chivago committee was 
held at Secretary Woffindin’s office during the 
afternoon to decide what action is necessary 
in view of the reduced rates put in effect by 
the rh The representative of the Erie 
stated that the reduced rates were made 
by his company because it had secured 
positive evidence that other roads were se- 
cretly making such rates and it deemed it 
but right unaer such circumstances to make 
the rates open ones. The charge was de- 
nied by the representatives of all the other 
roads, but it has been an open secret for some 
time past that east-bound rates were not main- 
tained, and this fact is substantiated by 
the recent action of the trunk line Presidents 
ordering a restoration in east-bound freight 
rates to take effect Jan. 1. 

Finding that the Erie was determined to 
stand by its position and that it would not 
withdraw its reduced rates the Chicago com- 
mittee decided to meet the rates made by the 
Erie on fertilizer and green hides, and it also 
agreed — the following reduced tariff on 
dairy products:

OCBJECTION TO RENTAL PAYMENTS, 


Northern Pacific Lease of Wisconsin Central 
Claimed to Be Illegal. 

Mruwavuxer, Wis., Nov, 29.—[Special.]— 
The receivers of the Northern Pacific railroad 
seek through a petition filed in the United 
States Court today toavoid the payment of 
rental fixed by the court for the time they ope- 
rated the Wisconsin Central, on the ground 
the Northern Pacific’s lease of the Central was 
illegal. The Northern Pacific receivers ope- 
rated the road from Aug. 15 to Sept. 26. and 
Sept. 30 the court made an order directing 
them to pay as rental to Morris and Whitcom b, 
the general receivers, a sum equal to 35 per 
cent of the gross earnings of the road north 
and west of Neenah and 374¢ per cent of the 
gross earnings of the road southof Neenah 
and north of Altenheim, Ill., which was the 
provision in the lense. Ape “recelvers paid 
Morris and Whitcomb $125,000 and a balance 
ot $60,000 became due today. The receivers 


claim they have discovered that under the 
statutes of the United States and the State of 
Wisconsin the lease was illegal and without 
binding force on the Northern Pacific or its 
receivers. 

The receivers ask to have the order of the 
court so modified that they will not be obliged 
to make another payment until the court has 
further investigated the matter; that the mat- 
ter be referred tu a Master to determine what 
would be a fair rental for the road for that 
time; and thatif it shall be found that the 
amount already paid to the Central receivers 
is ‘in excess of a fair rental the receivers be 
required to refund the excess.

but the Offerings of Stock Are Light

The sterling market is the most unsatisfac- 
tory feature of the financial situation, Ata 
season when it should be ranging at the lowest 
point of the year and gold importations be 
made we find the market steadily advancing. 
It now stands at a point that is considerably 
nearer the gold exporting than the gold im- 
porting point. The strength of the market is 
a puzzie to the exchange dealers. They have 
been confidently predicting lower rates for 
several weeks. They have based these predic- 
tions on the sharp falling-off in the imports of 
merchandise, the fair amount of exports, and 
the consequent favorable trade balance. Al- 
though that trade balance has been growing 
steadily more favorable sterling rates advance 
in the face of it. . The silver situation can no 
longer be used as a scapegoat to explain these 
erratic quotations. The most, plausible ex- 
planation, and one that seems quite tikely 
to be the correct one, is that during the 
stringency last summer very heavy sterling loans 
were made by New York financiers, and that these 
have been maturing and are boing paid back. It is 
believed that the unusual demand for sterling bills 
comes from people who are now having to repay 
such sterling loans. Itis perhaps some consola- 
tion to note that excliange was even higher than 
it is now, and gold was being exported. 

Accumulating idle money continues to have 
decided effect in the bond market. That effect is 
far more pronounced than is itidicated by the 
trading at the Stock Exchange. Important 
transactions have been made, both in the way of 
counter investments and in the transfer of large 
blocks of bonds trom one institution to ancdther, 
and there are bids and negotiations under 
way which promise other important transactions 
of that character. In the stock market yesterday 
Rapid Transit 5s advanced to 90, and were in 
good demand. Gas Light 5s sold at 87,

“ Since the D omg vim! introduction of electricity the 
risks have become greater without a com- 
pensating increase in rates. The companies in 
all the large cities are now employing electrical 
engineers to make investigations. Of the fires 
caused by electricity these engineers report’ to 
W. H. Merrill of the Underwriters’ International 
Association in Chicago, who in turn submits re- 
ports to the companies. The general use of 
electricity will certainly cause an increase in in- 
surance rates.
